Later Reports Plaoe tbe Number of Casn.

Beaumont, Tex., Oct. IV.— Every small 
craft that comes up the river continues to 
bring refugees from the Soodaddxttrtetl about 
Sabine Pass. The death lilt la estimated by 
persons who have been over tbe scene of 
devastation at Taylor's bayou, Johnson's 
bayou, and Sabine Pass, at about ii.%0 souls. 
Already around Johnson's bayou eighty-five 
corpses have been recovered, and fifty-four 
bodies, thus far, buried, and sixty-six white 
and colored persons missing at Sabine. It is 
known that the number of sutTerer* around 
Johnson's h, 
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The searchers for the unfortunates In the 
vicinity ol Sabine have become scared by the 
dangerous appearance of the cattle. Tha 
watering pools have been tilled with sea 
water and the cattle are wild w ith thirst 
Intelligence has reached here that the great 
gala swept over the country for forty miles 
north of Beaumont and Orange, reaching 
Jasper, the county seat of Jasper couuty, 
and damaging cotton badly. Several houses 
in that region were demolished, but no loss 
of life occurred north of the Southern Pa- 
cific road.

In 1874 George Morgan Thomas was 
chosen Circuit Judge of this.listrict. He 
served one term,— six years,— his suc- 
cessor, Hon. A. E. Cole, being elected in 
1880. The State paid Mr. Thomas $14.- 
400 for his services as Circuit Judge— paid 
him that sum to attend to the duties of 
the office. Instead, however, of being at 
his post of duty, he was absent on thirty- 
three occasions in the six years, and 
special Judges had to be cho en to hold 
court for him. For these special Judges 
the State had to pay $3,405.70, making the 
six years' service cost $17,805 70 instead 
of $14,400 as it ought to have done. The 
excuse offered by Judge Thomas' defend- 
ers is that he was " sick " and could not 
attend to the office, but a letter written 
from Vanceburg in 1877 says he was 
seemingly well and running around see- 
ing to other business often when he ought 
to have been at his post as Judge. In 
order that our readers may know just 
when he was "sick," necessitating the 
election of special Judges, we publish the 
following certificate sent us from the Au- 
ditor's office:
